napped to thelr friends or relations, - This per. 
mission was granted, and the Committee of the 
., Tong Wa Hoaplial placed at the disposal of the 
soclety a portlon of thelr hospltal for the tem- 
porary accommodation of the deatltate women 
and girls rescued fram thelr terriblefate, Duringthe 
four years ending In 1891 no less than 2,751 
persons had been dealt with by the Soclety, and 
from 1888 tothe end of 1895 the largo number 
ot 5.543 persons had been rescued, the greater 
number of whom have been sent to their homes 
or relatives, This was, Indeed, a record of good 
_ work, and one which must commend Iteelf to
